Bombing’ claim 4 Marines 
in southern Afghanistan

KABUL — Bomb blasts killed four 
U.S. Marines in southern Afghanistan, 
where thousands of American troops 
have deployed in recent weeks as part of 
an offensive in the country’s dangerous 
drug-producing region, an official said 
Sunday. 

The four Marines died Saturday in 
Helmand province, where about 4,000 
troops this month launched the largest 
Marine operation in Afghanistan since 
2001. U.S. forces have met little resis- 
tance but face the danger of roadside 
bombs everywhere they travel. 

A fifth U.S. servicemember wounded 
in combat in June died Friday in the U.S., 
said Lt. Cmdr. Christine Sidenstricker, 
who confirmed the deaths of the four 
Marines. The four killed Saturday were 
initially identified as Army soldiers. 

The five deaths bring to 106 the num- 


ber of U.S. troops killed in Afghanistan 
this year — a record pace. Last year 151 
U.S. troops died in the country. 

The U.S. casualties come on the heels 
of eight British deaths in Helmand dur- 
ing a 24-hour period that ended Friday, 
deaths that have triggered a debate in 
Britain about its role in Afghanistan. 
Britain has now lost more troops in Af- 
ghanistan than it did in Iraq. 

President Barack Obama _ ordered 
21,000 additional U.S. troops to Afghani- 
stan earlier this year to help quell an in- 
creasingly violent Taliban insurgency. 
Some 10,000 Marines and 4,000 soldiers 
from the Stryker Brigade are deploy- 
ing in the south, the Taliban’s spiritual 
birthplace and stronghold. 

The troops are expected to help provide 
security for the country’s August presi- 
dential election and help train army and 
police units that U.S. officials hope can 
one day provide security for the country.

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U.S.: Manas deal to boost Asia security

BISHKEK, Kyrgyzstan — A 
new agreement allowing the U.S. 
to maintain its air base in Kyrgyz- 
stan for Afghan operations will 
help to ensure stability across 
Central Asia, a top American dip- 
lomat said Sunday. 

Several months after ordering 
U.S. forces to leave the Manas 
base by mid-August, Kyrgyzstan 
last month agreed to a deal that 
will let the U.S. continue to use 
the important support facility for 
the war in Afghanistan. 

The new transit center agree- 
ment will help “ensure that vio- 
lent extremism and _ instability 
doesn’t spill over into other parts 
of the region,” William Burns, the 
U.S. undersecretary of state for 
political affairs, told reporters in 
the Kyrgyz capital, Bishkek. 

Under the new one-year lease 
approved by President Kur- 
manbek Bakiyev, the air base at 
Kyrgyzstan’s main airport will be 
designated as a transit center and 
the rent increased to $60 million 
a year, from $17 million. 

The facility will be used for the 
logistical support of operations in 
Afghanistan and “to help ensure 
the efficient movement of per- 
sonnel back and forth between

Afghanistan and our coalition 
partner countries,” Burns said. 

The lease is renewable, but 
Burns would not say how long the 
U.S. might want to stay. “We’re 
very pleased with the new transit 
center agreement, and we’re not 
looking to get ahead of ourselves 
at this point,” he said. 


The U.S. is also starting new 
programs to strengthen coopera- 
tion with Kyrgyzstan against ter- 
rorism and the narcotics trade, 
Burns said. 

His talks followed a visit by top 
Russian officials last week, which 
prompted speculation that Russia 
is seeking or has secured use of a 


second air base in southern Kyr- 
gyzstan, in addition to its existing 
Kant base near Bishkek. 

Russia has been wary of U.S. 
activity in the former Soviet re- 
public, and the February order 
to evict U.S. forces from Manas 
was widely seen as influenced by 
Moscow. 


Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev hinted in remarks Fri- 
day that Moscow may be seeking 
to increase its own military pres- 
ence in Kyrgyzstan, though he 
said nothing concrete about the 
matter.

A U.S. soldier who the military says fatally 
shot a fellow soldier in Iraq by accident has 
been sentenced to three years’ confinement 
but will serve 30 months. 

On July 11, Sgt. Miguel A. Vegaquinones 
also received a reduction in rank to private 
and a dishonorable discharge in the death of 
Pfc. Sean McCune, according to a news re- 
lease issued by Multi-National Corps—lIraq. 

Vegaquinones negligently fired a round

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from his weapon on Jan. 11 in Samarra after 
completing guard duty, officials say. 

He pleaded guilty to involuntary man- 
slaughter. Under a pretrial agreement, his 
sentence was limited to 30 months’ confine- 
ment and a charge of making a false official 
statement was dismissed. 

Involuntary manslaughter carries a maxi- 
mum sentence of 10 years’ confinement, and 
making a false official statement, up to five 
years. 

McCune had been in Iraq for about a month 


before the incident, officials said.

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Analyst: U.S. military advantages disappearing 


Defense adviser says new threats challenge dominance that the U.S. has taken for granted

American military dominance is eroding 
in the face of an ascendant Chinese power, 
hostile states like Iran and the spread of 
sophisticated weapons and technology to 
militant groups, and the Pentagon must re- 
assess its long-term strategy, according to 
a top defense analyst 
recently appointed to 
review Defense De- 
partment policy. 

In a Foreign Af- 
fairs journal piece 
published this month, 
titled “The Pentagon’s 
Wasting Assets,” An- 
drew Krepinevich 
argues that the Pen- 
tagon needs to bet- 
ter prepare for this 
new world order by 
rethinking U.S. global advantages largely 
taken for granted since the end of the Cold 
War. 

“Wasting assets” is a defense term for 
when traditional ways of projecting power 
become obsolete. 

Krepinevich was recently appointed to 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates’ Defense 
Policy Board, a panel tasked with review- 
ing Pentagon strategy. The group of Pen- 
tagon outsiders serves as an independent 
advisory panel for Defense Department 
leadership. 

“His credentials as a defense analyst 
and innovative military thinker are widely 
recognized, including by Secretary Gates,” 
Pentagon spokesman Geoff Morrell wrote 
in an e-mail to Stars and Stripes. 

Krepinevich also wrote “7 Deadly Sce- 
narios,” a book published this year looking 
at security nightmares like the political

implosion of Pakistan or a worldwide cy- 
berattack, and whether the U.S. govern- 
ment is ready. Morrell said Gates asked 
Krepinevich to join the policy board after 
reading the book. 

The U.S. has enjoyed an “overwhelming 
advantage” in technology and resources in 
recent decades that made it easy to project 
power worldwide, according to Krepinev- 
ich. “U.S. grand strategy assumes that such 
advantages will continue indefinitely,” he 
wrote. “In fact, they are already starting 
to disappear.” 

Krepinevich is president of the Center for 
Strategic and Budgetary Assessments, an 
independent think tank that promotes new 
thinking on defense planning and invest- 
ment strategies, and also served as a con- 
sultant to numerous defense secretaries. 

In the Foreign Affairs article, he points 
to the massive 2002 Millennium Challenge 
war game to showcase how powerless the 
U.S. military could be against enemies it 
does not foresee. 

In that war game, U.S. forces engaged 
“an ‘unnamed Persian Gulf military’ 
meant to be a stand-in for Iran,” Krepin- 
evich writes. “The ‘Iranian’ forces ... 
successfully countered the U.S. forces at 
every turn,” he writes. “The U.S. fleet that 
steamed into the Persian Gulf found itself 
subjected to a surprise attack by swarms 
of Iranian suicide vessels and anti-ship 
cruise missiles. Well over half the U.S. 
ships were sunk or put out of action.” 

Eventually a “do-over” was ordered, 
and the game “proceeded to a much more 
agreeable conclusion,” Krepinevich wrote. 

Krepinevich argues that “nonstate” 
groups also pose a greater threat than once 
thought. 

“There are already guided mortars evi- 
dently widely available in the international 
arms market,” he said.

Pacific air bases on Okinawa and Guam 
will become increasingly vulnerable to 
Chinese ballistic missiles, he said, and the 
Chinese will likely increase their precision 
capabilities in the future. 

U.S. dominance of information technolo- 





gy also will be challenged in coming years: 
China has already demonstrated the abil- 
ity to shoot down some satellites and could 
one day threaten the Global Positioning 
System, according to Krepinevich. 

“T don’t think the Chinese would set out 
to go to war,” he said. “I do think by their 
actions they are setting out to at least bring 
about a change to the power balance in that 
part of the world.” 

While he doesn’t agree with every detail 
of Krepinevich’s report, Michael O’ Hanlon, 
anational security analyst at the Brookings 
Institution, said in an e-mail that a “richer 
and fuller” debate needs to be had about 
“the growing vulnerability of things we’ve 
assumed to be invulnerable for decades.” 

“I’m not as pessimistic as Andy and 
don’t agree with him on every suggestion, 
but he is right to push the issue and raise 
the warning flags,” O’Hanlon wrote. 

Others disagreed with Krepinevich’s 
assertions. 

John Pike, who heads Globalsecurity. 
org, a defense information clearinghouse, 
called the article “a real knee-slapper.” 

Krepinevich’s article contains too many 
vagaries and doesn’t take into account the 
true level of the U.S. military’s technologi- 
cal advantages in the world, Pike said. 

Krepinevich proposes a variety of so- 
lutions to this strategic fork in the road, 
including emphasis on certain emerg- 
ing technologies, dropping overpriced 
weapons systems and continuing to field 
and train indigenous forces in war zones, 
among other prescriptions. 

“A decline in the U.S. military’s ability 
to influence events abroad may be inevi- 
table,’ Krepinevich writes. “However, it 
should not be the result of indifference or 
lack of attention.”

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Army dentist tangled in red tape over resignation

Army Capt. Tina Mahuika 
finds herself in a rat’s nest of red 
tape. 

Depending on which Army 
explanation you consider, the 
dentist with the 464th Medical 
Company in 
Landstuhl, 
Germany, 
can’t get out 
of the Army 
because | 
her unit is 
stop-lossed 
or because 
she took 
a $12,000 
bonus to stay 
in the Army. 
Or both. 

A 2007 
request to 
leave the Army went nowhere. 
Mahuika’s_ second resignation 
request was denied, even though 
she has the support of several 
high-ranking officers. A third re- 
quest is pending. 

The captain’s plight shows the 
pitfalls of stop loss, an unpopular 
practice that allows the Defense 
Department to keep service- 
members beyond their separa- 
tion date so they can deploy with 
their units to Iraq, Afghanistan 
or elsewhere. 





Mahuika 


As of May 31, there were 11,003 
soldiers on stop loss, according to 
the latest Army figures. 

Theoretically, Mahuika should 
have been able to resign in July 
2008, but she was stop-lossed in 
January 2008 because her unit 
was deploying to Iraq in May 
2008. 

She’s been trying to straighten 
out this mess ever since. 

Because she wasn’t going to be 
able to leave the Army when she 
wanted, Mahuika decided to ac- 
cept a $12,000 bonus to remain 
with the service for another year. 

In a June 18 e-mail, the cap- 
tain was told she’s not technically 
stop-lossed beyond Sunday, which 
is the one-year date of when she 
accepted the bonus money. How- 
ever, an e-mail only a week later 
from the Europe Regional Medi- 
cal Command states Mahuika is 
stop-lossed until late September. 

Mahuika describes the pro- 
cess as a “total nightmare” that 
has caused her to become disen- 
chanted with the military. 

“T have just got to get away,” she 
said. “It’s crazy. I can’t believe so 
many people are allowed to be in 
positions where, quite honestly, 
they’re not competent.” 

However, there now appears 
to be hints of hope: Her third 
resignation request is being pro- 
cessed, according to the Army’s 
Human Resources Command, 


and a Congressional inquiry was 
initiated last week over the mat- 
ter, Mahuika said. 

The Army’s Human Resources 
Command has final say in the 
matter. 

Europe Regional Medical 
Command, the top Army medical 
command in Europe, forwarded 
Mahuika’s latest resignation re- 
quest to the Human Resources 
Command “with command em- 
phasis” in late June, said Steve 
Davis, an ERMC spokesman. 
“Command emphasis” means 
that ERMC is requesting the 
matter be resolved as quickly as 
possible, Davis said. 

Lt. Col. Richard McNorton, a 
Human Resources Command 
spokesman, said he did not know 
how long it would be before a de- 
cision is made. 

Just getting to this point has 
been an ordeal for Mahuika. 

While a dental student in 2002, 
Mahuika signed a contract for the 
Army to cover her three years of 
dental school bills in exchange 
for three years of service. Gradu- 
ating dental school in 2005, Ma- 
huika could get out of the Army 
in July 2008. 

She drafted her first resigna- 
tion in August 2007, requesting 
that she be discharged in July 
2008. But that resignation re- 
quest was lost, Mahuika said. 


In December 2007, Mahuika 
was informed she would be stop- 
lossed for a 15-month deployment 
to Iraq set to begin in May 2008, 
she said. 

In January 2008, she asked to 
be removed from stop-loss sta- 
tus, in part, because as a single 
parent she had few resources for 
the long-term care of her then-8- 
year-old son, according to Army 
documents. Her company com- 
mander, Lt. Col. Mark Gleisner, 
denied the request, according to 
an Army document dated Jan. 24, 
2008. 

Mahuika and the rest of the 
464th Medical Company then de- 
ployed to Iraq in May 2008. But 
the captain was allowed to return 
to Germany in November be- 
cause of a family issue involving 
a child custody matter with her 
ex-husband. 

The following month, she sub- 
mitted a second resignation re- 
quest, looking to get out of the 
Army in April 2009. She offered 
to pay back a portion of her bonus 
money if she could leave early. 

Her company, battalion and 
brigade commanders supported 
Mahuika’s request. 

“(Mahuika] is completely will- 
ing to pay back the monetary dif- 
ference to release her from the 
contract,” reads a Feb. 10, 2009, 


e-mail from Gleisner to Human 
Resources Command. “Addition- 
ally, the Landstuhl clinic where 
she works is overstaffed. 

“Tt is in the best interest of the 
Soldier and the U.S. Army to re- 
lease her from Active Duty with- 
out further delay.” 

But that request was denied by 
Human Resources Command on 
March 31 for two reasons: one, 
she needed to fulfill her contract 
obligating her to serve through 
mid-July; and two, her unit was 
stop-lossed. 

In the written denial, Human 
Resources Command told Ma- 
huika she could resubmit her 
resignation request making her 
separation date July 12 provided 
she was taken off stop-loss sta- 
tus and her date of return from 
overseas matched her separation 
date. 

She immediately revised the 
request. 

All she can do now is wait. 

“T have a million papers talk- 
ing about my stop loss, and it’s 
actually slowed down the process 
of me trying to resign because 
people get confused with what 
I’m asking,” Mahuika said. 

“It’s not a cookie-cutter case. 
It all just makes you want to 
scream.” 
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A thorn in the Taliban's 
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Spera: ‘In the

A dot in a border valley sur- 
rounded by peaks and two Afghan 
observation posts, Spera is a sin- 
gle point of U.S military presence 
in the heart of Taliban terrain. 
Here, a dozen U.S. soldiers live 
in a tiny, rugged compound with 
20 to 30 Afghan soldiers, with the 
primary mission of maintaining 
and defending their little thorn in 
the Taliban’s side. 

It’s a full-time, multipronged 
mission to not only disrupt Tal- 
iban border crossings, but also 
to engage the villages and show 
them there is an alternative to the 
Taliban, while all the time train- 
ing Afghan security forces to one 
day do all this on their own. 

“You are sitting between two 
primary Taliban routes,” said 
Rickard, 37, of the Joint Head- 
quarters of the California Na- 
tional Guard, who is completing 
his nine-month deployment with 
the Embedded Training Teams. 
“Two of the main Taliban routes 
into the whole theater are to the 
north and south of us. That’s why 
they want to get rid of us. They 
will try to overrun us. We are a 
big fat finger in the dam, just clog- 
ging their [infiltration] routes.”

In this part of the counterin- 
surgency war, soldiers draw and 
fight the enemy face-to-face. 

“You are in the shooting part 
of the war right now,” Rickard 
told a new team of soldiers arriv- 
ing at the outpost. “It'll come in 
a flash.” 

When there is no fighting, the 
compound is as peaceful as a 
hunting lodge, a remote moun- 
tain hideout draped in sandbags, 
barbed wire and camouflage net- 
ting. Then, suddenly, all hell can 
break loose. 

“Your hard-core soldiers all 
love Spera COP,” said Lt. Col. 
Pete Molin, who, until last week, 
was training team commander 
at Camp Clark, which oversees 
Spera. “You’ve got to be level- 
headed and strong-willed to oper- 
ate successfully on the edge of the 
universe.” 

The new team arrived at Spera 
on June 24. A young infantry 
company from Georgia’s 1st Bat- 
talion, 121st Infantry Regiment, 
48th Brigade Combat Team, 
thrust into training a fledgling Af- 
ghan army in unfamiliar enemy 
terrain. They are mostly privates 
and specialists, the Pentagon’s 
newest take on the mentoring 
teams, which until now were 
composed of more senior soldiers 
and officers. 

For veteran fighters Rickard 
and Maj. Nicholas Fleischmann, 
44, from Fresno, Calif., this was 
a critical handoff. Both have ro- 
tated in and out of Spera since 
November. 

Fleischmann, a father of nine, 
including five adopted siblings, 
oversaw maintenance of the out- 
post and led outreach efforts to 
surrounding villages.

ON THE AFGHANISTAN-PAKISTAN 
BORDER — It started with mortars aimed 
at the outpost. 

Set. 1st Class Chad Rickard and two other 
U.S. soldiers were out on patrol with 10 Af- 
ghan National Army soldiers, visiting vil- 
lages south of Spera Combat Outpost, when 
they heard the explosion. 

The ANA guards up at border observation 
post — Spera’s only front line of defense — 
sent six guys along the ridge on a mountain 
called TRP Red to see if they could deter- 
mine where the sound was firing from. 

That’s when the radio alarm calls came 
over. 

“They realized there were 100 Taliban 
fighters pushing up the ridge,” Rickard said. 
“The ANA were asking permission to re- 
treat. They were afraid of being overrun.” 

At this little combat outpost on the border 
with Pakistan, March 8 was another rough 
day in an escalating war. The Taliban came 
up in droves, and a handful of U.S. and 
Afghan forces simply did what they were 
there for: defend their outpost against a bit- 
ter enemy who wants them gone. 

Spera sits at the crux of two key insurgent 
routes between Pakistan and Afghanistan, 
blocking their free flow of men and arms. 
To the Taliban, Spera’s presence alone is a 
provocation. 

“We know we are in the right place be- 
cause the enemy attacks us,” said Rickard, 
of the California National Guard Joint Head- 
quarters. “The fact that we are continually 
attacked means we are a thorn in their side 
and we are right where we need to be.” 

Rickard heard the ANA’s panicked call. 
The patrol diverted east and began a fierce 
climb straight up the mountain. It was 
a race to the top, the Taliban on one side, 
being held off by six ANA on the ridge, and 
Rickard’s patrol pushing up the other. 


Back at Spera, mortars were landing. Maj. 
Nicholas Fleischmann, of Fresno, Calif., 
monitored the battle as American and ANA 
soldiers assumed battle stations. They fired 
onto the backside of the mountain and Fleis- 
chmann called for air support. He sent out a 
second patrol of reinforcements. 

Taking heavy fire, the Taliban mor- 
tars ceased and Rickard’s group made the 
ridge. 

“Tt took a good 45 minutes of straight 
climbing,” Rickard said. “I linked up with 
the head guy on Red. The six guys were 
doing an outstanding job of holding the Tal- 
iban back.” 

Moments later, the jets arrived. They 
dropped to tree level and fired their after- 
burners, sending the enemy to the ground 
as Rickard plugged his guys into the ANA 
troops across the ridge line. 

For the next hour, Rickard radioed coor- 
dinates to the jet bombers. It was a bitter 
fight. The Taliban were well-organized and 
determined, and the stakes were high. 

“If they could get onto Red, they are al- 
ready higher than OP East (the observa- 
tion post). And if they push [the ANA] off of 


East, then they are shooting right down on 
the [combat outpost].” 

The enemy lobbed close to 50 mortar 
rounds into Spera, 13 striking the outpost, 
Fleischmann said. One ANA soldier was 
wounded. Troops on Spera fired as many 
as 100 rounds from their Mark 19 mortar 
launcher, he said. 

Rickard counted 10 Taliban fighters 
killed. Forces monitoring the Taliban’s 
radio communications heard them shouting 
that their commander was among the dead, 
he said. Another 10 were missing and 24 
wounded, Rickard said. 

As the battle wound down, the insur- 
gents retreated into Pakistan. Rickard and 
his men watched them withdraw into the 
homes that sit at the foot of Red, just across 
the border. 

The Americans say they regularly watch 
the flow of men with weapons in and out of 
those homes, supporting the belief that the 
buildings belong to a Taliban commander 
named Aleesh. 

On this day, they saw the Taliban pull the 
wounded right into those homes. “But there 
were kids playing in the wadi (riverbed) 
system down there,” Rickard said. 

It was a classic success of the insurgency. 
On the battlefield, American and Afghan 
forces were victorious. But in the U.S. coun- 
terinsurgency mission, to win support of the 
people for the government and its military, 
the Taliban had their say. Rickard’s patrol 
was diverted from outreach to battle. And 
when the enemy retreated, they fell back in 
behind the civilians. So the Americans let 
them go. 

“Tt would have been nice to get the 10-12 
bad guys [going] in the house plus those al- 
ready there,” Rickard said. “But not at the 
expense of even one child.”

Rickard supervised the Afghan National 
Army and Spera’s defense. His men fought 
in more than 30 firefights at Spera and 
killed upward of 75 Taliban. 

Their replacements arrived in late June, 
rifles in one hand, cameras in the other. 
Some had deployments in Iraq behind 
them, though many, including their 23- 
year-old 1st Lt. Joel Moore, of Nashville, 
Tenn., were new to combat. 

It would be nice if Rickard and Fleis- 
chmann could guide them through their 
first firefight, Moore said. But he wasn’t 
too concerned. 

“They’d be shooting at us, but they have 
AKs (assault rifles) and rockets,” he said. 
“We have Mark 19s (grenade launchers), 
artillery, .50-cals (machine guns) and 
planes that drop bombs. I feel pretty safe 
in here.” 

Their ANA company arrived in Spera 
at the same time, also new and inexpe- 
rienced. The Afghan troops took to the 
steep terrain easily, romping in the bath- 
ing stream and roaming the mountains 
— sometimes in flip-flops — to chase mon- 
keys. The crack of gunfire from hunters 
became so frequent as to dull the senses to 


possible dangers. 

At night, the Americans had to be vigi- 
lant in making sure ANA guards didn’t 
leave their posts or fall asleep. Still, white 
lights glowed almost nightly from the ANA 
commander’s quarters on the north end of 
the tiny compound, visible on the dark hills 
for miles around. 

But with the Pakistani military on the 
offensive to capture regional Taliban com- 
mander Baitullah Mehsud, the insurgents 
apparently had their hands full across the 
border and the valley was quiet. 

Moore worried the ANA would grow 
complacent. Rickard eyed the Americans 
with similar concern. 

“You can relax and enjoy it, but in a mo- 
ment it’1l1 come on you quick,” he warned 
them. 

“This place is 95 percent boredom and 
peaceful relaxation and 5 percent sheer 
excitement and terror,” he said later. “I 
think that’s the juggling act both for us 
and the ANA. You have to keep the sword 
sharpened so when the attack does come, 
you are ready.” 

The soldiers got to know their new sur- 
roundings, living in a stone compound 
layered with dirt and soot. Showers are 


scarce, with water dragged up from a well 
in the valley. Urination tubes run through 
the sand and rock-buffered walls to the 
mountain slope below. Electricity is deliv- 
ered by a generator that needs regular re- 
fueling; human waste is burned daily. 

They pushed out on patrols: up to the 
east, where Afghan guards eye their Paki- 
stani counterparts warily across the bor- 
der; to the west, past the spot where two 
ANA soldiers were killed recently in an 
ambush. They went north to Sra Khanda, 
the only village friendly to the Americans; 
and south, to where other villagers, pre- 
sumably fearful of Taliban reprisals, said 
they didn’t want a new mosque or school 
and preferred to remain independent. 

They tested the guns, checked the land 
mines that rim the compound and took in- 
ventory of their ammunition. Inevitably, 
the jobs of men grew tiresome and the sol- 
diers reverted to the games of boys. They 
lined their computers up in the tactical 
operations center and watched movies or 
played computer games. 

“T am afraid you guys are getting lulled 
into a sense of security,” Rickard lamented 
to Sgt. Nicholas Nigro, 25, originally of 
Woodstock, Ga., a few days later. “It comes 
in fast and vicious and violent. In the [op- 


erations center] today, one guy is buried in 
a movie, the other in a video game. They 
wouldn’t have a single clue what’s going 
on in the valley. That’s the problem I have 
with the new ETT structure. Too much 
immaturity.” 

One day, Nigro led a small patrol to a 
mountainside cluster of buildings dubbed 
Taliban Hotel. Months ago, Rickard and 
crew found caches of food and weapons in- 
side. Now it needs periodic sweeps. 

Nigro, a veteran of roadside bombs in 
Iraq where he was in a route-clearance 
unit, grasped the challenges at hand. He 
saw the importance of a strong rapport 
with the ANA and the lack of strong focus 
on all sides. Still, he and the others were 
confident that soon enough they’d settle 
into a rhythm and their ANA counterparts 
would follow suit. 

“It’s one of those infantry missions you 
hoped you’d get,” Nigro said. “I’d rather 
be doing this than dealing with [roadside 
bombs]. I’d take my chances with someone 
trying to shoot me and I see them first, 
rather than a piece of wire sticking out 
and someone’s hand on the kill switch. You 
don’t stand a chance like that.”

Bombings: Violence claims lives

In other violence around the 
country, international troops 
and Afghan police killed 12 Tal- 
iban insurgents in a gunbattle in 
southern Afghanistan, police said 
Sunday. 

The joint force attacked a 
compound north of the capital 
of Uruzgan province where the 
militants were hiding Saturday 
evening, sparking the fighting, 
police spokesman Mohammad 
Musa said. He said no Afghan po- 
lice or international troops were 
killed. 

In eastern Kunar province, 
meanwhile, one civilian was 


killed and five wounded when 
shelling from a gunbattle be- 
tween insurgents and Afghan and 
international forces hit a house. 

Provincial Police Chief Gen. 
Abdul Jalal Jalal said everyone 
in the house initially survived 
Saturday’s blast, but one man 
died from his injuries after being 
rushed to a hospital. Jalal said it 
was unclear which side fired the 
shots that hit the house. 

Also Saturday, at least six po- 
lice officers were killed by road- 
side bombs — two in southern 
Helmand province and at least 
four south of Kabul in Logar 
province, officials said. 


Car bomb explodes outside Iraqi church, kills 4 


BAGHDAD — A car bomb exploded near a church as worshippers 
left Sunday Mass, killing at least four civilians and injuring 18 in one of 
several attacks on Iraq’s beleaguered Christian minority. 

Three Christians and one Muslim died in the bombing at around 7 
p.m. near a church on Palestine Street in eastern Baghdad, said a po- 
lice officer who was at the scene. He spoke on condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized to speak to the media. 

An official at al-Kindi hospital confirmed the death toll and said at 


least 18 people were injured. 
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Obama says British help 
vital in Afghan war effort

LONDON — President Barack 
Obama waded into Britain’s de- 
bate over the war in Afghanistan, 
calling Britain’s contribution crit- 
ically important in the struggle to 
prevent terrorists from establish- 
ing a stronghold in Pakistan and 
Afghanistan. 

In an interview with Sky News 
broadcast Sunday, Obama _ ac- 
knowledged the rising death toll — 
Britain has now lost more troops 
in Afghanistan than it did in Iraq 
— but said the mission is vital to 
U.S. and European security. 

“My heart goes out to the fami- 
lies of those British soldiers,” he 
said. “Great Britain has played 
an extraordinary role in this co- 
alition, understanding that we 
cannot allow either Afghanistan 
or Pakistan to be a safe haven 
for al-Qaida, those who with im- 


punity blow 
up train 
stations in 
London or 
buildings in 
New York.” 

Obama, 
interviewed 
in Ghana on 
Saturday, 
spoke as 
British lead- 
ers coped 
with new questions about the 
war in light of the loss of eight 
soldiers within a 24-hour period 
that ended Friday. Those deaths 
pushed Britain’s overall toll in 
Afghanistan to 184. 

Some former officers say Brit- 
ish forces lack the proper equip- 
ment to prevail in Helmand 
province, where they have been 
engaged in fierce fighting with 
Taliban forces.

U.S. base construction in Afghanistan nears

TARIN KOWT, Afghanistan 
— The first wave of construction 
at more than a half-dozen bases 
across southern Afghanistan 
designed to accommodate the 
Obama administration’s buildup 
of U.S. forces in the region will 
be finished by the end of July, ac- 
cording to senior U.S. officers in- 
volved in the effort. 

More than 2,700 civilian con- 
tractors and 2,100 Army, Navy 
and Air Force engineers have 
been working to either expand 
existing bases or build new ones 
from scratch at eight locations in 
Farah, Helmand, Kandahar, Uru- 
zgan and Zabul provinces, they 
said. 

Work at the eight camps is in 
various stages of completion, with 
some locations further along than 
others. More than 10,000 Marines 
have already deployed to one of the 
new bases — Camp Leatherneck 
in Helmand province — where 
they kicked off a major offensive 
July 2 against Taliban insurgents 
in the heart of Afghanistan’s larg- 
est opium-producing region. 

Planning for the $500 mil- 
lion construction blitz across the 
parched deserts of southern Af- 
ghanistan began last fall, with 
construction starting earlier 
this year, said Army Col. Randy 
LeCompte, assistant deputy direc- 
tor of logistical civil augmentation 
program in southern Afghanistan, 
and Navy Capt. Jeff Borowy, who 
commands all military engineers 
in the region. 

Troops began moving to the 
bases in May; bases that are still 
in the initial phases of construc- 
tion will be ready to receive forces 
by the end of July, they said. 

The Marine offensive is the 
first major test for the Obama

administration’s new strategy for 
Afghanistan. The goal of the new 
approach is to clear rural areas of 
the Taliban and other militants, 
hold the line against further in- 
cursions and allow the Afghan 
government to establish a lasting 
presence where insurgents have 
previously held sway. 

A second major test will come 
next month as Afghan voters head 
to the polls in the country’s sec- 
ond presidential election since 
U.S.-led forces ousted the Taliban 
regime in 2001. 

President Barack Obama or- 
dered 21,000 additional troops 
to Afghanistan earlier this year, 
most of which are being posted 


to the south. Most of those troops 
have already arrived. But two bri- 
gades, or about 7,000 troops, have 


yet to deploy fully. 
The Sth Stryker Brigade, 2nd 
Infantry Division, from _ Fort 


Lewis, Wash., is currently flowing 
into Kandahar Airfield, the main 
NATO airbase in southern Af- 
ghanistan, but has yet to push out 
to several bases in eastern Kan- 
dahar and Zabul provinces that 
are currently being expanded. 
About 3,500 paratroops from 
the 4th Brigade, 82nd Airborne 
Division, are supposed to deploy 
in the coming weeks and take 
over the training of Afghan police 
forces in southern and western 


Afghanistan. 

LeCompte and Borowy spoke to 
Stripes earlier this week during 
a helicopter tour of several of the 
new camps in Uruzgan and Zabul 
provinces. They described a la- 
borious process involving weeks 
of grading sites, creating earthen 
security perimeters, building 
airfields and refueling points, 
followed by the construction of 
various structures — plywood 
buildings, mini trailers for troop 
housing, mess halls, showers and 
latrines — just to get ready for 
“initial occupancy.” Wells have to 
be dug to ensure reliable supplies 
of water. Further refinements 
such as gyms, recreation centers 
and gravel roads will come much

The scale of the undertaking is 
massive. Military engineers have 
put up more than 522,000 feet of 
protective berms alone, and have 
laid another 1.4 million feet of 
special mats that are used to cre- 
ate a sturdy base for airfield con- 
struction, Borowy said. 

“We could run a berm from 
Washington, D.C., to Richmond, 
Va.,” he said. Engineers have also 
put down enough of the airfield 
matting to cover an area two foot- 
ball fields wide, stretching from 
the steps of the U.S. Capitol build- 
ing to the steps of the Lincoln Me- 
morial, Borowy added. 

At Tarin Kowt, in Uruzgan 
province, about 280 soldiers from 
the 82nd Combat Aviation Bri- 
gade’s 1st Attack Reconnaissance 
Battalion have been working since 
early June to get their helicopters 
flying and to finish up their new 
camp, which sits next to an exist- 
ing Dutch base and a small spe- 
cial operations compound. 

The soldiers have been running 
24-hour air operations since mid- 
June, but are still working to get 
their camp ready so an additional 
100 soldiers can move into place. 

“We took everybody from their 
primary [military occupational 
specialty], and they became con- 
struction workers,’ Command 
Set. Maj. Wayne Fausz_ said. 
“Right now, we’re running 24- 
hour ops, but we’re still limited 
on manpower.”

TEHRAN, Iran — Five Iranian officials 
held in Iraq for more than two years by U.S. 
forces returned home Sunday after the U.S. 
released them under pressure from the Iraqi 
government. 

American officials said a U.S.-Iraqi secu- 
rity agreement required the release, but said 
they fear the Iranians — held on suspicion of 
aiding Shiite militants — still pose a threat. 

The five men were handed over to Iraqi offi- 
cials Thursday and on Sunday flew to Tehran, 
where they were met at the airport by a cheer- 
ing crowd of onlookers who carried the men 
on their shoulders and put garlands of flowers 
around their necks. 
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Iran’s Foreign Minister Manouchehr Mot- 
taki in a news conference with the men 
welcomed them back and praised what he de- 
scribed as their courageous resistance while 
being held in Iraq by U.S. forces. 

The Iranians were detained in the northern 
Iraqi city of Irbil in January 2007. At the time 
U.S. authorities said the men included the op- 
erations chief and other members of Iran’s 
elite Quds Force, which is accused of arming 
and training Iraqi militants. 

Iran denied the claim, and has described 
the men as diplomats who were kidnapped by 
U.S. forces. 

Mottaki accused President Barack Obama 
of continuing the bullying practices of his 
predecessor.

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Taylor set 
to begin

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
— For a year, prosecution wit- 
nesses accused former Libe- 
rian President Charles Taylor of 
atrocities ranging from cannibal- 
ism to commanding Sierra Leone 
rebels who hacked off villagers’ 
limbs, and of selling weapons and 
ammunition in exchange for so- 
called blood diamonds. 

Now Taylor is giving his ver- 
sion of events at his trial. 

“His case is that he was not 
involved,” Taylor’s British law- 
yer Courtenay Griffiths told The 
Associated Press. “That he was a 
peacemaker, not a warmonger.” 

Griffiths will deliver his open- 
ing statement Monday and the for- 
mer president will take the stand 
Tuesday on 11 charges including 
murder, torture, rape, sexual slav- 
ery and spreading terror. 

Taylor, the first African head 
of state to be tried by an inter- 
national court, has pleaded not 
guilty. 

He was forced into exile after 
being indicted in 2003 and was 
finally arrested in Nigeria three 
years later. He was sent for trial 
in The Hague in June 2006. 

Witnesses testified about radio 
exchanges between Taylor and 
the rebels, arms smuggled from 
Liberia to Sierra Leone and dia- 
monds back. 
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IP addresses might not lead to hackers

SEOUL — South Korean police are analyzing a 
sample of the tens of thousands of infected comput- 
ers used to crash Web sites in South Korea and the 
U.S., but conceded Sunday they might not lead to the 
culprit. 

South Korean intelligence officials suspect arch 
rival North Korea was involved. South Korea’s spy 
agency told lawmakers last week that a North Ko- 
rean military research institute had been ordered to 
destroy the South’s communications networks, local 
media reported. 

In a statement late Saturday, the National Intel- 
ligence Service said it has “various evidence” of 
North Korean involvement. 

An Chan-soo, a senior police officer investigat- 
ing the cyberattacks, said Sunday that investigators 
had obtained 27 computers infected with malicious 
computer code, known as malware, in an attempt 
to trace the “contamination paths” of the programs 
that launched the attacks on tens of thousands of 
computers. 


An said South Korea also is seeking to obtain hard 
disks and information on six foreign servers that up- 
date malware programs. 

The Korea Communications Commission said it 
has identified and blocked five Internet Protocol ad- 
dresses in five countries used to distribute comput- 
er viruses that caused the wave of Web site outages 
which began in the U.S. on July 4. 

They were in Austria, Georgia, Germany, South 
Korea and the U.S., a commission official said. He 
spoke on condition of anonymity because he is not 
authorized to speak to the media on the record. 

The identity of the IP addresses themselves, how- 
ever, provides little in the way of clarity. It is likely 
the hackers used the addresses to disguise them- 
selves — for instance, by accessing the computers 
from a remote location. IP addresses can also be 
faked or masked, hiding their true location. 

The assaults appear to be on the wane. No new 
similar cyberattacks have been reported in South 
Korea since Friday evening, the commission said. 

But the addresses were probably used to disguise 
the hackers and might not lead back to them. 
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security guard with 
U.S. mining company 
shot dead in Indonesia

JAKARTA, Indonesia — Gun- 
men killed a security guard 
working for U.S. mining con- 
glomerate Freeport on Sunday, 
then ambushed police respond- 
ing to the attack blamed on sepa- 
ratist rebels in one of Indonesia’s 
most underdeveloped and remote 
regions. 

The assaults outside the Gras- 
berg mining complex in Papua 
were in the same area where au- 
thorities were investigating the 
fatal shooting a day earlier of an 
Australian working for the com- 
pany, Freeport said in a statement 
to The Associated Press. 

The escalation in violence in 
the region is an unwelcome de- 
velopment for Indonesian Presi- 
dent Susilo Bambang Yudhoyono, 
who was re-elected just last week 
to a second five-year term. It 
also raised questions about a re- 
surgence of Papua’s secessionist 
movement, which until recently 
had shown few signs of life. 

The security guard, working 
on a contract for Freeport, was 


killed in an ambush by suspect- 
ed rebels Sunday morning when 
“shots were fired at two security 
vehicles,” Freeport said in a state- 
ment. Five others were injured. 

Police units responding to the 
gunfire were ambushed by sus- 
pected rebels near to the scene 
of the first shooting, said national 
police spokesman Sulistyo Ishak. 

“The attackers opened fire 
from distant hills, making it dif- 
ficult for the police to return 
fire,’ he said. Two police officers 
were hospitalized with gunshot 
wounds, he said. That attack 
was also blamed on suspected 
Papuan rebels, but no proof was 
provided. 

The Australian mining expert 
was shot and killed on Saturday 
while traveling in a vehicle in the 
same area. Several other people 
in the car were unharmed, lead- 
ing police to conclude the attack 
may have been the work of a rebel 
sniper. 

The weekend killings come 
amid an escalation of violence in 
Papua in recent months that has 
left several security personnel 
dead.

Abbas won't negotiate

JERUSALEM — Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu on 
Sunday invited the Palestinians 
to sit down immediately to talk 
peace, but Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas cried off, say- 
ing Israel must halt all West Bank 
settlement construction. 

Israel agreed under the U.S.- 
backed “road map” peace plan 
to freeze all building in the West 
Bank, territory the Palestinians 
claim for part of a future state. But 
it has not honored that 2003 obliga- 
tion, saying the Palestinians have 


not fulfilled their commitment to 
crack down on militant groups. 

Abbas said at a news confer- 
ence on Sunday that for negotia- 
tions on the key issues to resume, 
there must be “a complete halt to 
settlement activities.” 


Panetta commends 
anti-terror efforts 


MANILA, Philippines — CIA 
Director Leon Panetta praised 
Philippine efforts to eradicate 
terrorists in the country’s south 
where American counterterror- 
ism troops are deployed, a secu- 
rity official said Sunday. 

During a 30-minute meeting

Indian bridge fails, kills

NEW DELHI — One section of a bridge being 
built for the Indian capital’s metro rail system col- 
lapsed Sunday, crushing to death five workers and 
injuring 13 in a major setback to the project that of- 
ficials hope to complete before the 2010 Common- 
wealth Games. 

New Delhi’s landmark metro rail project is al- 
ready operating three lines and is working around 
the clock to build several extensions. 

The project was particularly notable because it 
opened on schedule about seven years ago — an al- 
most unheard of feat in India, where corruption-re- 
lated overruns are common. 

E. Sreedharan, the head of the Delhi Metro Rail 
Corp., has been hailed as a modern-day hero, but on 
Sunday, he tendered his resignation to take moral 


responsibility for the collapse, which is a rare blem- 
ish in the largely successful project. 

“This is a very, very serious accident,” said Sreed- 
haran, an official known for his integrity and dedi- 
cation. He said he sent his resignation letter to New 
Delhi Chief Minister Sheila Dikshit, who has not yet 
said whether she will accept it. 

The accident occurred on a particularly tricky 
section, where a 2.5-mile metal cantilever was being 
raised to attach to a long section of concrete girders, 
all of which tumbled down in a V-shape pile. 

The area — near the tony Greater Kailash neigh- 
borhood — was cordoned off and cranes worked to 
clear the rubble to reopen the road underneath. A 
high-powered committee was appointed to find the 
cause of the accident and submit its report with 10 
days, Sreedharan said. 

He said two workers died at the accident site and 
three at the hospital. 


Tokyo vote shows Aso’s party lagging

TOKYO — Japan’s embattled 
prime minister suffered a fresh 
blow Sunday as his ruling party 
was badly beaten by the opposi- 
tion in a crucial Tokyo vote that is 
seen as a bellwether for a coming 
national election. 

Prime Minister Taro Aso’s Lib- 
eral Democratic Party and its co- 
alition partner, the New Komeito 
Party, failed to keep a majority in 
the 127-seat Tokyo Metropolitan 
Assembly, according to early exit

SEOUL — China’s top nuclear 
envoy has arrived in South Korea 
as part of diplomatic efforts to 
revive the stalled talks on ending 
North Korea’s nuclear program. 

Chinese Vice Foreign Minister 
Wu Dawei arrived in Seoul on Sun- 
day and plans to begin talks with 
his South Korean counterpart 
Monday. He also visited Russia, 
the U.S. and Japan on his trip. 

The trip comes as the U.S. is 
moving to enforce U.N. sanctions 
against North Korea for its May 
25 nuclear test. The North also 
recently fired seven ballistic mis-

Who is Sonya 
Sotomayor? 


Nominee has put on best face, 
now she can face her critics

NEW YORK — For weeks, 
Sonya Sotomayor has put on her 
best face, displaying a pleasant 
disposition that has somewhat 
fended off critics of her nomina- 
tion to become the nation’s first 
Hispanic Supreme Court justice. 

A federal judge the past 17 
years, 11 of them on the 2nd Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, Sotomayor 
escaped the rough South Bonx 
streets of her childhood cheer- 
fully immersed in Nancy Drew 
books and Perry Mason episodes. 

In the seven weeks since Presi- 
dent Barack Obama nominated 
her, Sotomayor has faced a bar- 
rage of questions about her past 
with no public avenues to respond, 
aside from carefully scripted 
White House statements about 
her rise from the housing project 
where her Puerto Rican parents 
relocated after World War II, 
and comments from friends and 
colleagues. 

Critics of her selection, aware 
she will likely reinforce the lib- 
eral wing of the high court, have 
put a microscope to her past state- 
ments, speeches, rulings and the 
sometimes brusque questions 
that she’s posed to lawyers over 
the years in an effort to portray 
her as an activist ideologue. 

The search for who she really 
is escalates this week when she 
faces critics and supporters alike 
in the very public forum of Senate 
Judiciary Committee hearings. 

So far, the nation has seen a 
friendly Sotomayor, 54, shaking 
hands with the denizens of Capitol 


Hill and smiling through the pain 
of a broken ankle that occurred 
as she boarded a flight from New 
York to Washington to visit sena- 
tors who will decide her fate. 

She credits laughter with eas- 
ing her childhood in the projects 
in the late ’50s and early ’60s, 
when subsidized housing was less 
dangerous than decades later but 
lacked the comforts and quiet of 
the suburbs. She went to a Catho- 
lic high school, Princeton and 
Yale Law School. 

She worked several years as a 
state prosecutor under Manhattan 
District Attorney Robert M. Mor- 
genthau, a man Sotomayor says 
“T greatly admire” and someone 
slated to testify at her hearing. 
She also worked at a Manhattan 
law firm before she became a 
judge in 1992. 

By March 1995, she experi- 
enced momentary fame, ruling 
from the bench against baseball 
owners and salvaging a new sea- 
son after a devastating strike. 

In court, Sotomayor has regu- 
larly confronted lawyers, often 
brisk but not belligerent in her 
questioning of them after thor- 
oughly researching a case and 
studying the relevant law and 
related cases on her own. Unpre- 
pared lawyers are no match for 
her. 

Sotomayor has acknowledged 
that she is “extraordinarily in- 
tense,” has had to seek out laughs 
where she could find them in re- 
cent weeks.

WASHINGTON — Live from 
the Capitol, Sonia Sotomayor’s 
confirmation hearings promise 
high political theater this week, 
beamed to the world in dramatic, 
historic, perhaps comedic glory.

It’s good to be chairman: He can 
allot himself all the time he wants 
to rebut points Republicans try to 
make or to ask clarifying ques- 
tions of the nominee. 

Ranking Republican Jeff Ses- 
sions of Alabama. 

Taking his first turn as the lead 
Republican at a Supreme Court 
hearing, the 62-year-old Sessions 
will sit next to Leahy and, in broad 


terms, try to reassure the van- 
quished GOP base that their inter- 
ests are being represented in this 
most visible forum.

4-day workweek spurs 
volunteerism in Utah

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah, 
a state that has always been a 
leader in the percentage of resi- 
dents who volunteer, appears to 
have inadvertently found a way 
to boost volunteerism: a four-day 
workweek. 

Since August, about 17,000 
of the state’s 24,000 executive 
branch employees have been 
working 10-hour days, Monday 
through Thursday. Closing state 
offices on Fridays is supposed to 
cut energy costs 
and reduce car- 
bon emissions.

which makes up about 60 percent 
of the population and doesn’t pay 
its church leaders at the local 
level. 

About 63 percent of Utah’s vol- 
unteerism is religious, according 
to the Washington-based Corpo- 
ration for National and Commu- 
nity Service. 

Most volunteerism has tra- 
ditionally taken place on week- 
ends and in the evenings through 
church service, but the four-day 
workweek gives church members 
who are state employees more 
time to deliver food to the poor, 
counsel fellow 
members or 
visit the sick.

The extra day off is giving some 
workers their first opportunity to 
volunteer while holding a full- 
time job. Others are dedicating 
more time to helping others. 

“T think everyone knows when 
you work five days a week you 
have all your errands to run on 
the weekend and other commit- 
ments during the week. From 
that standpoint, [volunteering] is 
almost impossible,” said Depart- 
ment of Corrections spokeswom- 
an Angie Welling. She spends 
every Friday morning volunteer- 
ing for No Homeless Pets. 

Welling said she contacted the 
animal shelter as soon as she 
learned the state was switching to 
the four-day workweek. 

“When I called offering my ser- 
vice every Friday they were very 
excited because weekdays are the 
hardest to fill,” said Welling, who 
helps clean cages and walk dogs. 

Tufts University research 
shows that about 43 percent of 
Utah residents older than 25 vol- 
unteer, while the national average 
is 28 percent. 

Utah is home to The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 


ers,” said Kath- 
ryn Draper, an 
office manager 
in the Depart- 
ment of Human Services who 
leads a local women’s service 
organization for the Mormon 
church. 

There are no state statistics on 
the number of state employees 
who volunteer, but the United 
Way says it noticed its Web traffic 
increased once the state’s work- 
week changed. 

At the Capitol, workers always 
struggled to find tour guides for 
their Friday shifts. Now, five of 
the eight tour guides who work on 
Fridays are state employees. 

“TI was absolutely amazed,” said 
Allyson Gamble, director of visi- 
tor services at the Capitol. 

Shauna Fisher, a Division of 
Wildlife Resources employee, 
said she’s always wanted to give 
back to the community, but she 
could rarely afford to donate 
money. 

The four-day workweek al- 
lowed her to help out in other 
ways. This spring, she organized 
a dozen co-workers to spend two 
Fridays building homes for Habi- 
tat for Humanity. 

“TI felt I could do something 
without going poor doing it,” said 
Fisher, who had never done vol- 
unteer work before.

Qbama: African nations to be regular destinations

WASHINGTON — President Barack Obama re- 
turned to the United States on Sunday after a whirl- 
wind but emotional visit to Ghana that he said was 
especially meaningful for him because of his Afri- 
can heritage. 

Obama and his family arrived at Andrews Air 
Force Base outside Washington early Sunday morn- 
ing, soon after midnight. 

Before departing, Obama addressed residents of 
Ghana at the airport in the capital of Accra. He con- 
gratulated Ghana for its democratic traditions. 

The emotional touchstone of his visit was the tour 
of Cape Coast Castle, the cannon-lined fortress 
where slaves were kept in squalid dungeons, then 
shipped in chains to America through a “Door of No 
Return” that opens to the sea. 

Obama absorbed the experience with his wife, 
Michelle, and their daughters, Sasha and Malia. 

“T’ll never forget the image of my two young 
daughters, the descendants of Africans and African- 
Americans, walking through those doors of no re- 


turn but then walking back (through) those doors,” 
he said at the grand airport departure ceremony. “It 
was a remarkable reminder that, while the future is 
unknowable, the winds always blow in the direction 
of human progress.” 

Ghanaians lined up on the tarmac lingered for a 
time even after Air Force One disappeared into the 
nighttime sky. 

All together, Obama spent less than 24 hours in 
Ghana. But they packed in personal moments, in 
contrast to his summit-heavy travels across Russia 
and Italy over the last week. 

But what the Obama White House did not want on 
this trip was the Bill Clinton moment. In 1998, ona 
blisteringly hot day, a crowd at a Clinton rally nearly 
caused a horrific trample. 

That also affected why Obama did not hold an out- 
door event of his own. 

Obama will be back to Africa. But he suggested 
that he won’t go for the traditional model of devoting 
atrip to Africa alone, as if it is separated from world 
affairs. Instead, African nations might be wrapped 
into his multinational travels more often.

Holder might push interrogation probe

WASHINGTON — Contrary to White House 
wishes, Attorney General Eric Holder might push 
forward with a criminal investigation into the Bush 
administration’s harsh interrogation practices used 
on suspected terrorists. 

Holder will make a final decision on whether to ap- 
point a prosecutor within the next few weeks, a Jus- 
tice Department official told The Associated Press. 
The official spoke on the condition of anonymity be- 
cause he was not authorized to speak on a pending 
matter. 

Republican Sen. John McCain of Arizona said he 
was against opening a criminal investigation into 
interrogation practices during the Bush administra- 
tion. The former presidential candidate suggested on 
NBC television’s “Meet the Press” that embarking 
on a criminal investigation would provide a recruit- 


ing tool to terrorists. 

McCain echoed Obama’s words, saying that it is 
time to move forward. 

Obama has repeatedly expressed reluctance to 
having a probe into alleged Bush-era abuses and re- 
sisted an effort by congressional Democrats to estab- 
lish a “truth commission,” saying the nation should 
be “looking forward and not backwards.” 

Justice Department spokesman Matt Miller said 
Holder planned to “follow the facts and the law.” 

Newsweek magazine, which first reported the 
development, said Holder was aware of the politi- 
cal implications but still was troubled by what he 
learned in reports about the treatment of prisoners 
at the CIA’s “black sites.” 

“T hope that whatever decision I make would not 
have a negative impact on the president’s agenda,” 
Holder told Newsweek. “But that can’t be a part of 
my decision.”

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Hospital navigates the good, bad of change to digital records

PITTSBURGH — Baby Riley Mat- 
thews wheezed noisily on the exam table. 
“He’s belly-breathing,’ the emergency- 
room doctor said worriedly — Riley’s 
little abdomen was markedly rising and 
falling with each breath, a sign of respira- 
tory distress. 

In most emergency rooms, the doctor 
would grill Mom. Has he ever been X- 
rayed? Do you remember what it showed? 
But in the new all-digital Children’s Hos- 
pital of Pittsburgh, doctors just clicked on 
a COW — a “computer on wheels” that 
rolls to each patient’s side. Up popped 
every test and X-ray the 6-month-old has 
ever had. 

This is the eerily paperless hospital of 
the future, what the “electronic medical 
record” that President Barack Obama 
insists will transform what health care 
looks like. 

No chart full of doctors’ scribbles hang- 
ing on the bed. No hauling around enve- 
lopes full of X-rays. No discharge with a 
prescription slip. 

By the best count, only 1.5 percent of 
the nation’s roughly 6,000 hospitals use a 
comprehensive electronic record. 

Even that statistic belies how hard it 
will be for health care to jettison its 19th- 
century filing system by 2014, the federal 
government’s goal — despite the $19 bil- 
lion that the economic stimulus package 
is providing to help doctors start. It took 
Children’s seven hard years and more 
than $10 million to evolve a system that 
lets its doctors check on patients with a 
few mouse clicks from anywhere and use 
speedily up-to-date records in directing 
their care. 

“Sometimes before I even see the ER 
patient, the X-ray is in here and finished 
and read,” said Dr. Jonathan Bickel, the 
ER attending physician who whipped 
out his laptop to check on Riley’s over- 
night stay. Not too long ago, “I had to take 


Mom?’s word for it.” 

An outpatient lung specialist tested 
Riley for cystic fibrosis just before his 
mother brought the 6-month-old to the 
emergency room. The specialist’s de- 
tailed exam notes hit the ER computer in 
hours, not the days it takes to transcribe 
into a paper chart. Cystic fibrosis didn’t 
cause his wheezing; quick, test for some- 
thing else. 

Still, Children’s evolution isn’t finished. 


Stepping out of the ’70s 


A study in the New England Journal of 
Medicine this spring named hospitals’ top 
two reasons for not going digital. 

“When you walk into a hospital, you’re 
like, ‘Whoa, I’m back in the 1970s,’” said 
lead researcher Dr. Ashish Jha of the 
Harvard School of Public Health. Young- 
er patients growing up with the speed of 
e-mail and now Twitter “are shocked.” 

It’s not just the equipment’s price tag. 
Administrators find the cash to buy new 
MRI machines or build new hospital 
wings, said Dr. David Blumenthal, the 
Obama administration’s new health IT 
director. 

Studies show electronic medical re- 
cords, or EMRs, can greatly improve the 
quality of patient care and reduce errors. 
Children’s has seen medication errors 
drop 45 percent since it started automat- 
ing in 2002. But hospitals won’t necessar- 
ily recoup their investment, because a 
patient who goes home sooner means lost 
revenue. 

“Our health care system has not valued 
quality and efficiency,” said Blumenthal. 

But since Congress added a stick to the 
carrot of the stimulus money — saying 
health providers that aren’t digital enough 
by 2015 will start losing Medicare dollars 
— Blumenthal told The Associated Press 
he’s seeing a sudden surge in interest. 


Sorting out the system 


In October 2002, verbal or paper orders 
for medications, lab tests, X-rays, IVs 
ended at Children’s Hospital. Medication 
errors immediately started dropping. 

But ICU doctors reported a surprise, 
a temporary jump in deaths among just 
those patients transferred in from other 
hospitals. Those handoffs are a perilous 
time, and the death rate doubled in the 
five months after the computer switch. 
They blamed changes to their well-orga- 
nized routine: Patients weren’t registered 
en route, delaying medication orders; 
clicking through unfamiliar software 
took longer; wireless computers weren’t 
always at the bedside. 

Changes were made, but Levin said the 
real lesson was getting doctors to help 
customize their piece of the EMR up- 
front. That’s who was tapped when it was 
time to cut paper charts. 

“The way physicians think is different” 
from off-the-shelf EMR software, said 
ICU specialist Dr. Shekhar Venkatara- 
man, who found himself a convert to the 
resulting custom digital dashboard. “It is 
elegant.” 

Children’s aimed for a community ap- 
proach, with the eRecord available at all 
20 University of Pittsburgh-affiliated 
hospitals. 

But just three miles down the road, Dr. 
Kristin Hannibal illustrates the hitch. She 
logs in to check on hospitalized patients, 
but must scan her own patient checkup 
information into the eRecord. And her 
practice next year is buying a competing 
company’s software, one it deemed bet- 
ter suited for outpatient use. The systems 
don’t read each other. 

“We are far better off than we were 
even five years ago when there was no... 
access,” Hannibal said. “It’s just we have 
another big step to make.”

Your mouth can tell you a lot about your 
overall health. 

Troubled teeth and gums aren’t always 
just a dental problem. Sometimes they in- 
dicate deeper issues, and dentists are in- 
creasingly picking up the clues. 

“We look around the mouth and we look 
for color changes. We’re looking for certain 
smells. Spots around the gums,” said Wash- 
ington dentist Joseph Kravitz. 

Following are some non-oral-health is- 
sues and the possible clues Kravitz says 
dentists may be able to identify: 

m™ Heart disease. Gums that have 
turned a “bright beefy red” or purple. 
Kravitz checks his patients’ blood pressure 
when he notices those symptoms. 

m™ Type 2 diabetes. Gums that bleed 
at the slightest touch although there is no 
plaque evident. Kravitz said patients with 
diabetes also typically have sores elsewhere 
on their bodies that they may not have con- 
nected to the disease. 

m™ Kidney disease. A sweet ammonia 
smell on a person’s breath, detectable even 
from behind a dentist’s surgical mask. 

@ Acid reflux. Teeth that look worn and 
pitted, as if they’d been “dipped in battery 
acid.” Only some teeth will be affected, de- 
pending on where the acids settle during a 
person’s typical sleeping position. 

™@ Oral cancer. Gum tissues with white 
spots that last two weeks or more. (Kravitz 
said spots that clear up more quickly can 
indicate many other things, including 
something as simple as having bitten into 
too-hot pizza.) 

™ Leukemia. Fiery-red swollen gums 
that just won’t heal, distinguishable from 
diabetes symptoms with a blood test. 

™ Osteoporosis. Certain black spots on 
tooth X-rays that indicate air pockets and 
dead bone. 

m@ Sleep apnea. An enlarged tongue and 
inflamed gums in the part of the mouth 
through which air passes. 

m@ Pregnancy. Deeply swollen gums can 
indicate hormonal changes. 

™ Bulimia. Upper front teeth that are 
paper thin, with the enamel almost com- 
pletely worn away, and teeth that hurt. 
Distinguishable from acid reflux because 
different teeth are affected. 
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Idaho researchers dig to uncover giant worm

MOSCOW, Idaho — The giant 
Palouse earthworm has taken on 
mythic qualities in this vast ag- 
ricultural region that stretches 
from eastern Washington into the 
Idaho panhandle — its very name 
evoking the fictional sandworms 
from “Dune” or those creatures 
from the movie “Tremors.” 

The worm is said to secrete a 
lily-like smell when handled, spit 
at predators, and live in burrows 
15 feet deep. There have been 
only a handful of sightings. 

But scientists hope to change 
that this summer with research- 
ers scouring the Palouse region 
in hopes of finding more of the 
giant earthworms. Conserva- 
tionists also want the Obama ad- 
ministration to protect the worm 
as an endangered species, even 
though little research has been 
done on it. 


The worm may be elusive, but 
there’s no doubt it exists, said Jodi 
Johnson-Maynard, a University 
of Idaho professor who is leading 
the search for the worm. To prove 
it, she pulled out a glass tube con- 
taining the preserved remains 
of a fat, milky-white worm. One 
of Johnson-Maynard’s graduate 
students found this specimen in 
2005, and it is the only confirmed 
example of the species. 

The worm in the tube is about 
6 inches long, well short of the 
3 feet that early observers of 
the worms in the late 1890s de- 
scribed. Documented collections 
of the species, known locally as 
GPE, have occurred only in 1978, 
1988, 1990 and 2005. 

Farmers who work the soil of 
the Palouse — 2 million acres of 
fields near the Idaho-Washington 
border — also have had little ex- 
perience with the worm. 

Gary Budd, who manages a 
grain elevator in Uniontown, said 


no farmer he knows has talked 
about seeing the worm. He com- 
pared the creature to Elvis. 

“He gets spotted once in a while 
too,” Budd joked. 

Johnson-Maynard and_ her 
team of worm hunters are work- 
ing this summer at a university 
research farm and using three 
different methods to try and find 
a living worm. 

One involves just digging a 
hole and sifting the soil through 
a strainer. 

The second involves old-fash- 
ioned chemical warfare, pouring 
a solution of vinegar and mustard 
onto the ground, irritating worms 
until they come to the surface. 

The third method is new to this 
search, using electricity to shock 
worms to the surface. 

“The electro shocker is pretty 
cool,” said Joanna Blaszczak, a 
student at Cornell who is spending 
her summer hunting the worm.

By the way, maybe we should switch lo- 
cations. I have to spend my lunch listening 
to Keith Olbermann whine about every 
conservative on the planet!

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Ionoring Putin was part of Obama agenda

rget the nuke deal, forget the speech, 
Pree even the Russians’ lack of in- 
terest in Michelle: The real surprise 
of President Barack Obama’s trip to Mos- 
cow last week was that he spent most of 
his time talking to the Russian president, 
Dmitry Medvedev, and took only a couple 
of hours to pay a courtesy call on the Rus- 
sian prime minister and former president, 
Vladimir Putin. 

Almost anywhere else in the world, this 
sort of thing would be a matter of proto- 
col. Generally speaking, the American 
head of state spends most of his time with 
other heads of state when traveling abroad. 
Exceptions are made for those countries 
whose heads of state are monarchs or some 
other figurehead, in which case our presi- 
dent pays a courtesy call and then hangs 
around with the chancellor or prime min- 
ister. If Obama were following that pattern 
in Russia, he would have spent most of his 
time with Putin. 

Yes, Medvedev is the president and, 
yes, the Russian constitution gives the 
president the lion’s share of power. But 
ever since his profoundly undemocratic 
election last year (following his selection 
by Putin and an orchestrated parody of a 
campaign), it has been abundantly clear 
that the Russian president is not in charge. 
After the invasion of Georgia last August, 
it was Putin, not Medvedev, who appeared 
on television and negotiated behind the 
scenes. And during the Ukrainian gas cri- 
sis this winter it was Putin, not Medvedev, 
who spoke for Russia. Those who have 
watched the two men together generally 
come away impressed by Medvedev’s ex- 
ceptional deference to the prime minister. 


Someone who took part in a meeting with 
them some months ago told me afterward 
that Putin did all the talking while Medve- 
dev took notes. 

In recent months, Medvedev has cho- 
sen to play a kind of “good cop” to Putin’s 
“bad cop,” giving an interview to the last 
remaining opposition newspaper; saying 
nice things about democracy and electoral 
reform; even smiling, on occasion, in pho- 
tographs with foreign leaders. But none of 
this has resulted in profound changes in 
foreign policy, economic policy or human 
rights, leaving most observers inside and 
outside the country to assume that Medve- 
dev is playing his part in an elaborate pub- 
lic relations campaign. 

The decision to focus the American 
president’s visit on Medvedev instead of 
Putin could therefore be what British civil 
servants call “very brave,” not least be- 
cause if you don’t talk to the person who’s 
really in charge, you can’t expect to get 
much done. As I understand it, this deci- 
sion was made at least partly on pragmatic 
grounds: Meetings with Putin nowadays 
tend to turn into extended rants about Rus- 
Sia’s grievances (last week’s breakfast be- 
tween Putin and Obama apparently being 
no exception), which doesn’t leave much 
time to pursue productive conversation. 
Putin wasn’t going to get into the subject of 
Russia’s recent military maneuvering on 
the Georgian border (thousands of troops 
and hundreds of tanks began exercising 
there at the end of last month), and Med- 
vedev can’t do anything about it anyway, 
so the Obama administration seems to 
have figured that there wasn’t much point 
in dealing with the issue. Instead, it dealt 
with less controversial subjects — such 
as nuclear arms reductions (which were 
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mostly going to happen anyway) and rights 
for U.S. forces fighting in Afghanistan to 
fly over Russian areas (nice, apparently, 
but not crucial) — that Medvedev might 
actually be able to sort out. 

The upside of this policy is that it might 
make Medvedev more powerful, though 
this is arather naive and forlorn hope. The 
downside is that Putin might take offense 
at being ignored. But given that Putin ap- 
pears to be generally offended all the time, 
no matter how often or how sweetly U.S. 
presidents talk to him, this latter concern 
seems rather beside the point. 

In any case, this sort of chilly calculation 
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is preferable to the carefully staged walks 
in the woods, bear hugs and holiday out- 
ings that characterized the Clinton-Yeltsin 
and Bush-Putin relationships. It also beats 
the lame “let’s press the reset button with 
Russia” metaphor that the Obama admin- 
istration was using in its first few months 
in office. It’s absolutely true that the worst 
problems were not resolved last week and 
that everything hard — from Georgia to 
missile defense to Iran — has been left 
aside until further notice. But at least no 
one is pretending otherwise.

Smoking: From courting ritual to courting trouble

started smoking when I was 16, pil- 
[iene cigarettes from my mother’s 

purse or swiping unfiltered Pall Malls 
whenever my dad left his opened pack un- 
tended. Then I got a job that summer and 
began buying my own — Newports with 
menthol and filters, a brand preferred by 
all the young tobacco initiates I had begun 
to share my habit with. 

The rituals of smoking were many, and 
we adopted them all, along with the iden- 
tity they gave us, the sense of ourselves as 
grown-ups, even if we were faking it, aping 
our elders as a means of proclaiming our 
difference from them — a neat trick. 

We all would strike poses learned from 
the movies or practice smooth moves in the 
art of lighting up. We studied how to flip 
away a cigarette butt in a gesture of defi- 
ant insouciance or how to cup a cigarette 
against the wind. We learned how to light 
one cigarette from another or to light one 
from a gas stove without singeing our hair. 
We taught ourselves how to blow smoke 
rings. 

Some of us made a fashion statement by 
enfolding a cigarette pack in the sleeve of 
a T-shirt, and others thought it a mark of 
adolescent elegance to cock a cigarette be- 
hind one’s ear. 

We also picked up courting practices 
that included the touch of a hand as we 
lighted cigarettes for our girlfriends. We 
attempted to look sensitive in the way we 
pulled smoke into our lungs ever so con- 
templatively, then exhaling slowly, desper- 
ately trying to impress. 

Those first cigarettes I smoked would 
lead to a couple hundred thousand more, 
consumed over more than 30 years, long 
after any of it seemed cool and much past 





the time when smoking was a choice. What 
began as a desire for acceptance and ad- 
mission to adulthood became the mark of a 
pariah, bearing the stamp of loserdom, as 
smokers huddled near the entrances to our 
workplaces. We would take quick drags on 
our illicit smokes while colleagues exited 
and entered the buildings with looks of 
disdain or beleaguered tolerance for our 
pathetic need. 

The arc of American tobacco addiction 
began during World War I, when dough- 
boys fresh off the farms were given tobac- 
co and rolling papers as part of their ration 
kits, an explicit government endorsement 
of a practice that I’m sure killed more of 
those young soldiers than enemy bullets 
ever would. My grandfather picked up the 
habit in uniform and passed it down to me 
— as did guys such as Humphrey Bogart 
and a legion of other actors and writers of 


my granddad’s generation who enshrined 
the practice as the hallmark of toughness 
or sophistication. 

Women were taught to smoke largely as 
a means of weight control (perhaps that 
benefit is why our president is so slim). 
Thousands of ads from the 1920s through 
the ’50s promised glamour and trim sil- 
houettes to our grandmothers and moth- 
ers. Those ads helped persuade my mom 
to start smoking before she conceived me 
when she was 16, by which time she was 
already a nicotine addict. Even doctors 
joined in the campaign to get women to 
smoke, endorsing some brands over oth- 
ers and promising menstrual mood control 
and suppression of “nerves.” 

The social pressure to start smoking is 
less today than it was in Mom’s day — or 
mine — but, every day, 3,500 Americans 
under 18 try their first cigarette, and 1,100 


make it a habit, according to the American 
Cancer Society. Some are enticed by fla- 
vorings designed to attract the young. The 
tobacco bill passed last month bans most 
flavorings, although a political compro- 
mise exempted the one — menthol — that 
helped hook me. But overall, giving the 
federal government new powers to regu- 
late tobacco is a good thing, likely to save 
lives. 

Mark Twain famously said that quit- 
ting smoking was easy, that he had “done 
it hundreds of times.” I found it equally 
“easy,” swearing off cancer sticks on an al- 
most daily basis until I finally managed to 
smoke my last cigarette 15 years ago. 

My mother quit a few months ago. It was 
“easy” for her too. She has lung cancer.

Officials: Teen hacked 
opossum at day camp 


DALLAS — City offi- 

cials in the Dallas suburb 
of Mesquite say a teenage camp 
counselor hacked an opossum to 
death with an ax, and the animal’s 
young were also killed. 

No animal cruelty charges have 
been filed in the incident, which 
occurred at a summer day camp. 
Some parents are upset over what 
their children witnessed, and city 
officials are investigating what hap- 
pened, The Dallas Morning News 
reported. 

“T think there was some fear, 
some anger and just not sure how 
to treat a wild animal,” said Mark 
Hindman, assistant city manager. 

After the marsupial was found 
in a garbage can, the counselor 
took an ax from a camp Office, 
chased it and killed. The babies 
then emerged, possibly from the 
mother’s pouch. They also were 
killed, though the young campers 
were unsure how, Hindman said.

Invasive seaweed found 
in bay causes concern 


C SAN FRANCISCO — An 
invasive, fast-growing 
seaweed from the Far East has 
been found in San Francisco Bay, 
worrying marine scientists and 
outpacing eradication efforts. 

The kelp is called Undaria pin- 
natifida and was first found in the 
state at the Port of Los Angeles 
in 2000. A year later, it was found 
at Catalina Island and along the 
shores of Monterey Bay. 

In May, a marine biologist found 
the kelp clinging to docks and foul- 
ing boat hulls and pier pilings at 
a yacht harbor in San Francisco 
Bay. 

Previously, ocean scientists be- 
lieved the kKelp’s northward spread 
had been stopped at Monterey Bay. 
But federal funding for eradica- 
tion dried up last year, and volun- 
teer divers are now the main line 
of defense against the invasive 
seaweed. 


Bloomberg has spent 
$36M-plus on race 


YORK CITY — Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg has 
spent more than $36.6 million on 
his bid for a third term, blowing 
through $18 million in just two 
months — a pace likely to shatter 
his record total in the last election. 
Bloomberg, who said that “you 
can’t buy an election” because the 
public is “much too smart for that,” 
spent $18 million from May 12 to 
July 11. More than $10 million in 
two months has gone toward ad- 
vertising and literature, including 
television, direct mail and print 
ads. 


Three WWII veterans 
awarded French honor 


OR PORTLAND — Three 


World War II veterans 
have been awarded the Legion of 
Honor by France for their military 
service. 

The French consul general pre- 
sented the award to 88-year-old 
Dale Reynolds of Lake Oswego, 
84-year-old William Tankersley 
of Gold Beach and 87-year-old 
George Insley of Roseburg. 

A fourth Oregon vet, Donald 
Malarkey of Salem, was out of the 
country but will also receive the 
honor, The Oregonian reported. 

Insley flew more than 50 bomb- 
ing missions. Tankersley was 
wounded three times as he fought 
across northern France, Belgium 
and Luxembourg. Reynolds was 
wounded twice as he fought in 
Lorient, Nantes and Saint-Nazaire. 


Sheriff apologizes to 
man falsely accused 


COLUMBIA — Rich- 

land County Sheriff Leon 
Lott apologized publicly to a man 
falsely accused by deputies and 
local prosecutors in the May 2006 
Mother’s Day slaying of the man’s 
wife at a Columbia apartment. 

During a news. conference, 
Lott offered the apology to Justin 
Mallory at the same time he an- 
nounced that a California man had 
confessed to the murder of Nekia 
Mallory three years ago. 

The suspect, 25-year-old Josh- 
ua Porch, was found by Richland 
County deputies in Long Beach, 
Calif., and confessed to the mur- 
der. Porch is a former Colum- 
bia resident and one-time friend 
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of Justin Mallory who testified 
against Mallory at trial. Lott de- 
clined to say what the motive was 
behind the killing. 

Justin Mallory, a 28-year-old 
father, was acquitted of murder 
charges in December. 


Teen who accidentally 
shot hunter sentenced 


W, MOUNT VERNON — A 
teenage hunter who shot 
and killed a hiker he mistook for 
a bear has been sentenced to 30 
days in juvenile detention and 120 
hours of community service. 

Tyler J. Kales, then 14, was hunt- 
ing with his older brother in August 
when he shot 54-year-old Pamela 
Almli of Oso, who was trekking on 
the popular Sauk mountain hiking 
trail north of Seattle. 

Kales, who has since turned 15, 
apologized to the victim’s family at 
his sentencing and said he hoped 
they could forgive him. 

The victim’s sister, Gail Blacker, 
told him that “in one second you 
destroyed everything.” 

Kales, of Concrete, was con- 
victed last month of second-de- 
gree manslaughter with a firearm. 
Skagit County Superior Court 
Judge Susan Cook also sentenced 
him to a year of probation and said 
his community service must in- 
clude four hours of hunting safety 
education. 


Gay couple says Mormon 
guards harassed them 


SALT LAKE CITY — A 
"ts gay couple say they were 
detained by security guards on 
a plaza owned by the Mormon 
church and later cited by police, 
claiming it stemmed from a kiss 
on the cheek. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints said the men be- 
came argumentative and refused 
to leave after being asked to stop 
their “inappropriate behavior.” 
The men say they were targeted 
because they are gay. 

The church has been the target 
of protests over its support of a ban 
on gay marriage in California. 

Matt Aune said he and his part- 
ner, Derek Jones, were walking 
home from a concert nearby, cut- 
ting through the plaza near the 
Salt Lake City Mormon temple. 

Aune, 28, said he gave Jones, 
25, a hug and kiss and that the 
two were then approached by a 
security guard, who asked them 
to leave, telling them they were 
being inappropriate and that pub- 
lic displays of affection aren’t al- 
lowed on the property. He said 
other guards arrived and the men 
were handcuffed. 


Veteran complains after 
protest flag is seized

flag flown upside down as 
a protest in a northern Wisconsin 
village was seized by police before 
a Fourth of July parade and the 
businessman who flew it — an Iraq 
war veteran — claims the officers 
trespassed and stole his property.

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. — The United 
States had just two minutes left to avoid its 
first loss in CONCACAF Gold Cup group 
play. 

Haiti was heading for its first victory 
over an American team since May 1969. 

Then Stuart Holden stepped up. 

The Houston Dynamo midfielder sent a 
25-foot shot past goalkeeper Jean Domi- 
nique Zephirin into the upper right corner 
in the first minute of second-half injury 
time, giving the United States a 2-2 tie Sat- 
urday night in its final first-round game. 

“We were pushing the whole second 
half,’ said Holden, who also assisted on 
Davy Arnaud’s goal in the sixth minute. 
“We kept knocking on the door and the 
chance fell to me.” 

The Americans, seeking their third 
straight title in the championship of North 
and Central America and the Caribbean, 
finished first in Group B and will play Ja- 
maica or the third-place team in Group 
C next Saturday in Philadelphia. The 
United States (2-0-1), which had clinched 
advancement, improved to 23-0-2 in Gold 
Cup group play. 

The United States once again started a 
young lineup, with goalkeeper Luis Robles 
and midfielders Sam Cronin and Colin 
Clark making their first international ap- 
pearances. So did defender Jay Heaps, 32, 
a member of the New England Revolution 
and veteran of 301 MLS games. 

Six of the starting 11 made their first na- 
tional team starts, with those four joined

Franchitti 
takes back 
points lead 
with victory

TORONTO — Dario Franchitti won the 
Honda Indy on the street course in Toronto 
on Sunday, easily holding off Penske driv- 
ers Ryan Briscoe and Will Power on a late 
restart for his third victory of the season. 

It was the first race in Toronto for the 
IndyCar Series. Starting from the pole, 
Franchitti was lucky and good in winning 
his third race of the season and regaining 
the series points lead over Chip Ganassi 
teammate Scott Dixon. 

Franchitti is seeking his second series 
championship in three years after racing 
last season in NASCAR’s Sprint Cup se- 
ries. Penske and Ganassi drivers have won 
16 of 18 races dating to last season. 

Dixon was fourth, followed by Dale 
Coyne Racing driver Justin Wilson, who 
won a week ago at Watkins Glen. Briscoe 
was second for the fifth time in six races. 

Canadian drivers Paul Tracy and Alex 
Tagliani, seeking full-time rides, did well 
for themselves before late accidents spoiled 
their days. Tracy collided with Helio Cas- 
troneves with 20 laps remaining in the 85- 
lap race and both cars, running in the top 
three at the time, had to retire. 

Tagliani, who led briefly, was involved in 
a three-car collision with 10 laps left and 
finished ninth. 

Franchitti easily took the lead at the start 
and led the first 23 laps as chaos erupted 
behind him on the tricky 11-turn, 1.75- 
mile course. It is bumpy and treacherous 
because it’s patched sections of concrete 
become slicker and slicker with each lap. 

Three drivers found early trouble. 
Power, Briscoe and Graham Rahal were 
involved in collisions on the first lap, allow- 
ing Tagliani to slide from fifth to second. 
Power was starting on the front row in just 
his fourth race of the season. 

Briscoe, Power and Rahal pitted for 
tires, and Rahal replaced the nose of his 
No. 02 Newman/Haas/Lanigan Honda. 

Franchitti’s first pit stop was slow when 
a tire changer stripped a rear lug nut, drop- 
ping him deep in the field. But he caught 
a huge break when he was allowed to pit 
under caution while running in the top five 
on lap 58 because he was committed to the 
stop. Franchitti also was allowed to resume 
his spot on the grid just ahead of Tracy, 
who had made his final stop. Tagliani then 
gave up the lead to pit during the caution, 
giving the top spot to Castroneves, but with 
fresher tires Franchitti quickly moved 
back to the lead. 

Formula One: At Nuerburgring, Germa- 
ny, Red Bull’s Mark Webber won his first 
Formula One race Sunday after overcom- 
ing a penalty to take the German Grand 
Prix. 

The Australian beat teammate Sebas- 
tian Vettel by 9.2 seconds despite a drive- 
through penalty for bumping Brawn GP’s 
Rubens Barrichello out of the start while 
defending his pole position. 

Webber’s euphoric screams were heard 
over the team radio after he crossed the 
finish line in his 132nd race. It was the sec- 
ond consecutive 1-2 for the Austrian team 
and third overall after nine races. 

Felipe Massa gave Ferrari its first po- 
dium finish of the season by coming in 
third ahead of Nico Rosberg of Williams. 
F1 leader Jenson Button of Brawn GP fin- 
ished fifth to increase his total to 68 points. 
Vettel moved into second with 47 points. 
Webber is third with 45?/2 points.

Martin making it look easy 





Restart with two laps to go helps 50-year-old secure his series-high fourth victory

JOLIET, Ill. — Mark Martin will feel his 
age in the morning or a day or two after a 
race. 

His bones will stiffen and his body will 
ache after driving 400 grueling miles, even 
though the fitness fanatic is in top shape. 

After all, 50 is 50 and that matters — 
well, everywhere but on the track. 

Martin is still nifty at 50 and has made 
Cup racing his personal senior circuit. He 
won at Chicagoland Speedway, getting a 
strong jump off the double-file restart with 
two laps left to win his series-high fourth 
race of the season. 

“T’m going to feel like hell tomorrow be- 
cause I ain’t going to sleep much tonight,” 
Martin said on Saturday night. “When I’m 
pumped up driving fast race cars, I cer- 
tainly don’t feel 50.” 

He’s far from the sunset of his career 
and proved it under the lights on the 1.5- 
mile track. 

Martin dominated the race early and led 
195 laps, easily the most of the 400-mile 
race. He was in so much control of his car, 
he radioed his crew to say, “this is easy.” 

But he dropped the lead to Hendrick Mo- 
torsports teammate Jimmie Johnson with 
just over 40 laps left. Then a frantic finish 
that saw Johnson and Kurt Busch tangle 
on the track allowed Martin his chance to 
regain the lead and hold on. 

“T don’t know how we have one, much 
less four,” Martin said. 

Jeff Gordon’s hard-charging finish 
got him second place. He made a late pit 
stop for four fresh tires which helped him 
quickly make up ground and earn his third 
runner-up finish in the past five races. 

Martin and Gordon are Hendrick team- 
mates and earned a $1 million prize for 
a Colorado family. The teammates also 
grabbed the top two spots in the LifeLock 
sponsored race in June, setting up the fan’s 
shot at the big cash prize. 

“T saw Jeff coming and I was like, ‘Get it, 
get it,’ Martin said. “I wanted him to get 
it. This is really, really special. Incredible

what everybody does for us.” 

Not only that, they gave team owner 
Rick Hendrick a nice early birthday pres- 
ent. Hendrick turns 60 on Sunday. 

“It’s a slightly early birthday present,” 
Martin said just a few ticks before mid- 
night eastern. 

Martin might still be racing and win- 
ning at 60, showing no signs in the No. 5 
Chevrolet of slowing down. 

Not so for Kyle Busch. 

Busch had a dreadful night, and was un- 
ruly on the radio as his No. 18 car was on 
the track and finished 33rd. He complained 
all race about his car to his crew and fell to 
10th in the driver standings. 

“I got nothing,’ Busch said over the 
radio. “I don’t care what you do. It’s junk.” 

Kyle Busch had shared the series lead 
for victorie (three) with Martin. 

While Busch sank, Martin soared. He 
went from 13th to 11th to propel himself 
into contention for a spot in the Chase for 
the championship. 

Martin has insisted all season he wasn’t 


racing for points. His move to Hendrick re- 
juvenated him and gave the best driver to 
never win a Cup championship perhaps the 
best ride of his career. 

Martin, who was series runner-up four 
times, might have to start thinking cham- 
pionship over the season’s final 10 races if 
he can stay inside the top 12. 

“T leave the track in my mind 13th and 
that’s fine with me,” Martin said. “I’m not 
going to let myself get sucked into that. I 
may change my mind later, but I’m leav- 
ing the track at the same position I was last 
week.” 

Kasey Kahne was third. Points leader 
Tony Stewart and Denny Hamlin rounded 
out the top five. 

Martin Truex Jr. finished 16th, but the 
No. 1 Chevrolet is headed back to research 
and development because the right rear 
was high. 

Hamlin briefly took the lead late when he 
pushed past Johnson off a restart. Johnson 
got loose and bumped into Busch. Busch 
slammed back in Johnson’s No. 48 Chevy, 
sparking chaos and some ill feelings. 

“Everyone was going for a win right 
there,’ Hamlin said. “(Johnson’s) had his 
fair share.” 

Just not at Chicagoland. 

Johnson, who let the checkered flag 
slip away in the final laps last year, is still 
searching for his first career victory at the 
track just outside Chicago. He told his crew 
before the race he owed them a victory. 

Busch and Johnson picked up where 
they left off after they also ran into each 
other three races back at Sonoma. Busch 
finished 17th on Saturday night and criti- 
cized Johnson’s performance on the track. 

“T am starting to lose faith in his ability 
as a three-time champion,” Busch said. 

Johnson accused Busch of “bodyslam- 
ming” him on the track. 

Greg Biffle fell out of the top 12 in the 
points standings and Kahne moved from 
12th to eighth. 

They were all looking up at Martin at 
the end. “That’s what life’s all about right 
there,” he said.

Kerr up 2 strokes 
in Women’s Open

BETHLEHEM, Pa. — Cristie 
Kerr is feeling a sense of calm 
only a former U.S. Women’s Open 
champion could understand. 

Armed with the knowledge of 
what it takes to win the champi- 
onship, the 2007 winner is set to 
make a push for another title. 

Kerr scrambled for a 1-over 72 
Saturday and pulled away from 
struggling playing partner Paula 
Creamer and built a two-shot lead 
over Eun Hee Ji of South Korea 
after three rounds of the Wom- 
en’s Open. 

Kerr was the only player with 
a sub-par score — 2-under 211 — 
after three rounds on the narrow 
fairways and speedy, undulating 
greens of Saucon Valley Country 
Club. 

Now, Kerr, who won at Pine 
Needles in ’07, is in a position to 
claim her second title in three 
years. She’s looking forward to 
the fourth-round challenge and 
playing in the lead. 

“There really isn’t a_ better 
place for me,” the 12-time LPGA 
Tour winner said after two bird- 
ies and three bogeys. “I love this 
golf course. 

“T feel good. I’m sure there’s 
going to be some nerves in the 
morning. But I’ve been there. I 
know I can handle it.” 

Futures Tour player Jean Reyn- 
olds is an unlikely challenger for 
the title despite two victories on 
the developmental tour this year. 

The 24-year-old from Georgia 
started two strokes back and was 
one off the lead before stumbling 
down the stretch. She closed with 
a bogey at the 15th and back-to- 
back bogeys at 17 and 18 on the 
way to a 3-over 74. She’s tied for 
third at 2-over 215 with Teresa 
Lu of Taiwan, who had a 1-under 
70. 

South Korea’s In-Kyung Kim 
(72) and Hee Young Park (72), 
and Taiwan’s Candie Kung (3- 
under 68) are tied for fifth at 3- 
over 216. Brittany Lincicome had 
a 2-over 73, Suzann Pettersen had 
a l-over 72 and Kyeong Bae of 
South Korea had a 2-under 69 and 
are tied for eighth at 4-over 217 

PGA Tour: At Silvis, Il., Steve 
Stricker has vaulted into second 


place at the John Deere Classic, 
tying a course record and match- 
ing the lowest score of his career 
with a 10-under 61 that left him 
three strokes behind Darron 
Stiles through two rounds. 

Stiles (65), the first-round co- 
leader with Lee Janzen, remained 
on top at 13-under 129. Stricker, 
however, stole the show on a 
sunny day at TPC Deere Run. 

The Wisconsin native and II- 
linois alum had plenty of support 
from the crowd as he assaulted a 
course that was battered the pre- 
vious day by the second big rain 
storm of the week, causing the 
second round to be pushed back. 
By the time he was through, he 
was at 10 under for the tourna- 
ment after matching a record set 
by 2002 champion J.P. Hayes. 

Champions Tour: At Blaine, 
Minn., Nick Price birdied the 
final hole as part of a 4-under 68, 
and has a one-shot lead after the 
second round of the Champions 
Tour’s 3M Championship. 

Price, who won the Outback 
Steakhouse Pro-Am in April, 
barely missed his 45-foot eagle 
try before tapping in and moving 
to 11-under 133. 

Gene Jones (68) and Andy 
Bean (69), a co-leader with Price 
after round one, both parred the 
final hole and are tied for second. 
The trio will be grouped together 
again for Sunday’s final round. 

Bernhard Langer (68) is two 
shots back, and Scott Hoch (69) 
and Tom Kite (67) trail by three 
strokes. 

PGA European Tour: At Luss, 
Scotland, Martin Kaymer won 
the Scottish Open, closing with 
a 2-under 69 in the rain and sun- 
shine at Loch Lomond for his 
second straight European Tour 
victory.

Fedrigo wins 9th stage 
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Armstrong in third as race leaves Pyrenees

TARBES, France — Lance 
Armstrong stayed in third place 
at the Tour de France on Sunday 
after a deliberate ride on the last 
day in the Pyrenees. 

Pierrick Fedrigo of France 
sped past a lone rival in a break- 
away to win the mountainous 
ninth stage. Rinaldo Nocentini of 
Italy held the yellow jersey for a 
third straight day. He is followed 
in the overall standings by Astana 
teammates Alberto Contador and 
Armstrong. 

“Today was pretty controlled, I 
thought, although it’s never easy,” 
Armstrong said. “It was very hot; 
the tempo was pretty regular.” 

Nocentini is six seconds ahead 
of Contador, the 2007 champion. 
Armstrong, the seven-time cham- 
pion, is eight seconds behind. 

“We (Astana) just sat there 
and kind of rode our race,” Arm- 
strong said. 

Levi Leipheimer of the United 
States follows Armstrong in the 
standings, 39 seconds behind No- 
centini, giving Astana the second, 
third and fourth spots. 

Among other favorites, Chris- 
tian Vande Velde of the U.S. is 
eighth, 1:24 behind; Andy Schleck 
of Luxembourg is 1:49 back in 
ninth; defending Tour champion 
Carlos Sastre of Spain is 2:52 back 
in 16th; and Cadel Evans of Aus- 
tralia is 3:07 back in 18th place.

Futures Tour golfer Reynolds 
eager to challenge for a title

BETHLEHEM, Pa. — Not that 
long ago, Jean Reynolds grew 
tired of golf. Now, she’s looking 
forward to the pressure of the 
back nine in the final round of the 
U.S. Women’s Open.

But 
as far as not having that college 
experience or any of that, I don’t 
think that’s held me back at all.” 

Reynolds has won Futures Tour 
events in Florida and Indiana and 
has earned $63,650 in 10 stops.

Beckett three-hits Royals to join 
teammate Wakefield at 11 wins

BOSTON — Josh _ Beckett 
capped a brilliant first half of the 
season with a three-hitter, join- 
ing teammate Tim Wakefield as 
the only 11-game winners in the 
American League and helping 
the Boston Red Sox beat the Kan- 
sas City Royals 6-0 on Sunday. 

Beckett (11-3) retired the first 
nine batters, five on strikeouts, 
and picked up his 100th career 
victory. It was his second shutout 
and second complete game of the 
season, following his 3-0 victory 
over Atlanta on June 20. 

He finished with seven strike- 
outs and no walks and threw just 
94 pitches. It was a fitting end toa 
stretch in which he went 9-1 with 
a 2.14 ERA after struggling at 2-2 
with a 7.22 ERA through April. 

Beckett allowed a ground-ball 
double down the right-field line 
to David DeJesus leading off the 
fourth and singles by Mitch Maier 
and Mark Teahen in the seventh.

SAO PAULO — The wife of former 
boxing champion Arturo Gatti was de- 
tained as a suspect by Brazilian authori- 
ties Sunday following his death at a posh 
seaside resort. Police said Amanda Ro- 
drigues, 23, was in custody after contra- 
dictions in her interrogation. 

Gatti’s body was found early Saturday 
in a hotel room at the Porto de Galinhas 
resort in northeastern Brazil. 

The former junior welterweight cham- 
pion was apparently strangled with the 
strap of a purse, which was found at the 
scene with blood stains, said Milena Sa- 
raiva, a spokeswoman for the Pernambu- 
co state civil police. She told the AP that 
the Canadian also had a head injury. 

The investigation was not complete, 
but Saraiva said authorities were pre- 
paring to lodge a formal accusation 
against Rodrigues, who denied being 
involved in her husband’s death. Police 
said Rodrigues, a Brazilian, could not 
explain how she spent nearly 10 hours 
in the room without noticing Gatti was 
dead. 

Police were investigating witness re- 
ports that the couple fought and Gatti 
was drunk when he returned to his room 
Friday night, Saraiva said, adding that 
police were told the two were extreme- 
ly jealous of each other and that Gatti 
constantly complained of the way she 
dressed when she traveled to Brazil. 

Acelino “Popo” Freitas, a four-time 
world champion Brazilian boxer, told 
Globo TV’s Web site Saturday that he 
was a Close friend of Gatti and his wife 
and that he “knew they were having 
some sort of problem and were about to 
separate.” The couple’s 1-year-old son, 
who was unhurt, was with Rodrigues’ 
sister, Saraiva said. 

Gatti, 37, whose epic trilogy with 
Micky Ward branded him one of the 
most exciting fighters of his generation, 
retired in 2007 with a 40-9 record and 
31 knockouts. Known for his straight- 
forward punching and tough chin, Gatti 
captured the junior welterweight title 
in 1995 when he defeated Tracy Harris 
Patterson in Atlantic City, N.J.

‘Steve was like a hero, Titans’ Young says at McNair funeral

HATTIESBURG, Miss. — Ti- 
tans quarterback Vince Young 
didn’t expect to speak Saturday 
during his mentor’s funeral. He 
wound up summing up the emo- 
tional day with just a few words. 

“Steve was like a hero to me, 
and heroes are not supposed to 
die,” Young said before stopping 
to rub his eyes as he talked about 
the man he knew from football 
camps as a teenager and called 
“Pops” — Steve McNair, his pre- 
decessor with the Titans. 

McNair was shot and killed on 
the Fourth of July by his girl- 
friend, Sahel Kazemi, 20, who 
then shot herself in the head. 

Nearly 5,000 turned out to say 
goodbye to the 36-year-old dur- 
ing one of the biggest funerals in 







the recent history of Mississippi, 
McNair’s home state. 

Fans and friends filed into the 
Reed Green Coliseum on the cam- 
pus of the University of Southern 
Mississippi, and McNair’s fam- 
ily rented buses to haul in people 
from his hometown of Mount 
Olive. Not far away sat men who 
competed against McNair or 
coached him on the field.

MecNair’s son plays on wore their 
jerseys in honor of the man they 
often saw smiling from the side- 
lines. “Mississippi has lost a tre- 
mendous legend,” said Cardell 
Jones, McNair’s college coach at 
Alcorn State. 

The hearse carrying McNair’s 
casket was escorted 30 miles 
down Highway 49 by nine po- 


lice officers on motorcycles, and 
several vehicles carried family 
members. After the two-hour ser- 
vice, the procession headed back 
down the road for a private burial 
at Griffith Cemetery, about 20 
miles from Mount Olive. 

Police escorted McNair’s wife, 
Mechelle, and his mother, Lucille, 
into the stadium. Near the end, a 
handful of people surrounded 
his mother and his sons, waving 
them with fans and programs and 
giving hugs. Brett Favre, who had 
a home near McNair’s in Hatties- 
burg, sat a few rows behind the 
McNair family. Titans coach Jeff 
Fisher, Baltimore linebacker Ray 
Lewis and Chicago quarterback 
Jay Cutler attended. Doug Wil- 
liams, the first black quarterback 
to win the Super Bowl, was there. 

Young was added to the service 
late, and the quarterback drafted 
by Tennessee in 2006 to replace 


McNair remembered him as a 
father and mentor. Young said he 
felt selfish at times taking Mc- 
Nair away from his four sons to 
help him through his own life. 

Lewis played against McNair 
and was his teammate the final 
two years of his NFLcareer. Lewis 
said he learned studying film and 
proper technique wouldn’t help 
him beat a quarterback fueled by 
drive and sacrifice. “I find myself 
in awe when I speak about a man 
like Steve McNair,” Lewis said. 

Dallas Cowboys owner Jerry 
Jones sent flowers. Titans owner 
Bud Adams attended a memorial 
service Thursday in Nashville, 
where thousands more attended. 
Fisher was called on to speak 
from the audience, and he pulled 
Young to the podium and led the 
audience in the Lord’s Prayer just 
as he did during 11 seasons with 
McNair before kickoffs.

Martin wins series-high 
S fourth Sprint Cup race 
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Heavyweight shows WWE side, 
makes scene after stopping Mir

LAS VEGAS — Although Brock Lesnar 
left pro wrestling three years ago to be- 
come the UFC’s heavyweight champion, 
he still hasn’t gotten all the showtime out 
of his system. 

Lesnar stopped Frank Mir with a merci- 
less flurry of punches Saturday night, de- 
fending his title in the final bout of UFC 
100 on a landmark weekend recognizing 
the best in his proliferating sport. 

Lesnar then taunted his fallen opponent, 
made a two-handed obscene gesture at the 
booing crowd and insulted a UFC sponsor, 
putting an altogether unflattering end on 
what the league planned as a sparkling cel- 
ebration of mixed martial arts. 

The former WWE star just couldn’t re- 
sist being a heel, even though he apologized 
profusely afterward. 

“T acted very unprofessionally after the 
fight,’ Lesnar said of his second-round 
victory. “There was a lot of emotion in this 
bout, (but) I love this company, and I love 
to fight. I went into the entertainment busi- 
ness for a little while, and I guess there’s 
still a little bit of it in me.”

St. Pierre domi- 
nated the fight and won by unanimous 
decision to keep his belt. 
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There were no such theatrics from 
Georges St. Pierre, who defended his wel- 
terweight title with exponentially more 
class in a unanimous decision over Thia- 
go Alves in front of a sellout crowd at the 
Mandalay Bay Events Center. 

And Dan Henderson knocked out Mi- 
chael Bisping with a single punch in a 
middleweight upset as the UFC rolled its 
odometer into triple digits. 

Lesnar (4-1) stole the show with what 
happened after his relentless series of right 
hands into the face of Mir, who handed Le- 
snar his only loss nearly 18 months ago. 

“T was absolutely blown away,” said UFC 
president Dana White, who has labored to 
put a professional face on his sport. “In 
the history of the UFC, we’ve never had 
somebody do anything like that. ... That’s 
not who he is. I’ve spent time with this guy. 
He gets in there, and the adrenaline starts 
kicking. The mouth is moving, but the 
brain isn’t sending stuff to the mouth. 

“He’s asmart guy. He gets it, but I believe 
that what he said tonight, he’s been in the 
WWE for so long, he thinks he has to jump 
in there and be the heel or whatever.” 

Lesnar, who turns 32 on Sunday, again 
moved upward in the eclectic trajectory of 
a former college wrestler who performed 
in the WWE and briefly suited up for the 
Minnesota Vikings before embarking on 
a MMA career just more than three years 
ago. 

Mir (12-4) beat Lesnar with a knee bar 
in UFC 81, forcing Lesnar to tap out 90 
seconds into his second UFC fight. Lesnar, 
whose name recognition and menacing ap- 
proach earned him lightning-quick shots 
at the sport’s biggest prizes, recovered by 
beating Heath Herring and then stopping 
Randy Couture last November to claim the 
heavyweight belt. 

Lesnar used his 265 pounds to take 
position on top of Mir early, and Lesnar 
stayed on top throughout a dull first round, 
throwing punches that mostly did little. 
Mir made a bit of headway in the second, 
but was trapped against the octagon by Le- 
snar, who kept throwing right hands until 
Mir’s defense wilted. 

Lesnar then pointed and taunted when 
Mir, his face caked in blood, stood up. After 
acknowledging the fans’ boos with two mid- 
dle fingers, Lesnar took the microphone 
and looked pointedly at the Bud Light logo 
on the cage floor while announcing he 
would be drinking Coors Light to celebrate, 
“because Bud Light won’t pay me.” 

Nearly 16 years after MMA pioneer 
Royce Gracie won three fights in one night 
to triumph in UFC 1 in Denver, the sport 
reached a centennial of sorts before a fren- 
zied sellout crowd in the UFC’s hometown.

The arena was packed well before the main 
bouts, including some fans who apparently 
paid more than $40,000 online for resold 
tickets. 

The league has grown from a bit player in 
a fringe pastime to an estimated $1 billion 
company, and the weekend’s festivities re- 
flected its success despite the widespread 
skepticism it still faces from other sports 
fans and some states’ lawmakers. 

The 100th showcase was broadcast live 
in 75 countries, and thousands of fans 
without tickets for the event packed into 
closed-circuit shows all along the Strip. 
Tens of thousands attended the first UFC 
Fan Expo, immersing themselves in the 
lifestyle built around the sport. 

St. Pierre (19-2), the classy Canadian 
star considered among the UFC’s pound- 
for-pound best, won every round on every 
scorecard while steadily punishing his Bra- 
Zilian opponent with punches, kicks and re- 


peated takedowns in his third title defense. 

St. Pierre also injured his groin in the 
third, and Alves (22-5) managed to gain 
position for the only time in the fight. St. 
Pierre escaped and nearly finished it with 
a rear naked choke on Alves, who lost for 
the first time in eight fights. 

St. Pierre blamed the injury on an ab- 
breviated warmup period. 

“T’m in really bad pain,” St. Pierre said. 
“T don’t know how long it’s going to take 
me (to recover). It’s not the first time it 
happened.” 

In the undercard showdown between 
the veteran fighters who served as coaches 
during the past season of the UFC’s popu- 
lar television show, Henderson (25-7) flat- 
tened Bisping with a spectacular right hand 
in the second round. “What happened?” 
Bisping asked Wolfslair Academy training 
mate Rampage Jackson as they walked to 
the locker room afterward. 
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
